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City council backs P & Z rezoning denial 

Request turned down for the second time for Northcutt Street property

A rezoning application 
for a piece of property in 
Liberty has been denied a 
second time. 

Liberty City Council 
voted on Sept. 10 to uphold 
the Planning and Zoning 
Commission’s recommen¬ 
dation to not rezone the 
former Artise and Hope 
Tarter house on Northcutt 
Street. 

Council members, minus 
Andy Lawhom, declined 
to hold a public hearing on 
the negative recommenda¬ 


tion handed down by the 
commission on Aug. 25. 
Lawhom is related to Tam¬ 
my Meece, the prospective 
purchaser of the property. 

Owners Randall and 
Tonya Meece and David 
and Rhonda Grider had 
filed the application for the 
zone change from residen¬ 
tial to mixed-usage based 
on an impending sale of 
the property to Chuck and 
Tammy Meece, owners of 
Goose Creek Candles. 

The Chuck Meeces 
told the Commission in 
previous hearings that 
the house would become 


Goose Creek’s corporate 
headquarters, with limited 
employees and little traf¬ 
fic. The Meeces also said 
they wanted to preserve the 
heritage of the house, built 
in 1804. 

The Meeces declined to 
comment on the record on 
the council’s decision. 

Mayor Steve Sweeney 
said that in a small com¬ 
munity such as Liberty, 
these decisions aren’t made 
lightly. 

“I know it’s been a long 
process getting through 
this and we appreciate that. 
We’re all neighbors and 


friends, I hope, and it’s dif¬ 
ficult for the city council 
as well as the P & Z in a 
small community because 
that’s your neighbors and 
you have to mle one way 
or another. I appreciate 
everyone’s conduct, your 
civility, and your kindness 
regarding this matter,” 
Sweeney said. 

In other matters, the 
council, 

■ Heard Susan Gal¬ 
loway, who lives at 436 
Whipp Avenue, express 
a concern about an over¬ 
grown vacant lot next to 
their property. 


“That yard beside us 
hasn’t had anything done 
to it. It’s been mowed twice 
this year,” Galloway said. 
Sharon Mason owns the 
lot located at 420 Whipp 
Avenue, said Eric Brown, 
Casey County Property 
Valuation Administrator. 

Sweeney said that a let¬ 
ter was sent that day giving 
Mason five days to mow 
the lot. Additionally, the 
city mailed letters to other 
property owners about 
cleaning up their proper¬ 
ties, Sweeney said. 

Mason said that the lot

Classified employees 
to get raise next year

Casey County Board of 
Education classified employ¬ 
ees can expect a raise in their 
salary, but not as soon as Su¬ 
perintendent Marion Sowders 
had hoped. 

The debate continued dur¬ 
ing Casey County Board of 
Education’s special called 
meeting on Thursday. 

After a long discussion and 
review of the working budget, 
the board approved the classi¬ 
fied pay scale increase, effec¬ 
tive July 1,2015. 

Sowders was hoping to 
make the changes effective 
Oct. 1 of this year, but Chair¬ 
man Ken Coffman agreed 
with the other board members 
that they needed to make sure 
the funding was there first. 

“I think we’re all in agree¬ 
ment that they (classified em¬ 
ployees) need it,” Coffman 
said, “but needing it and being 
able to back it up is another 
thing.” 

Deena Randolph, Manager 
of District Wide Services, 
highlighted specific areas of 
“cushion” within the working 
budget for F Y15 that the board 
could possibly pull from to 
cover the cost of the raise.

In years past, property 
tax bills were mailed out 
the end of October, on 
Halloween. But this year, 
tax bills will hit mail boxes 
the end of September and 
that’s no trick or treat. 

Sheriff Jerry Coffman 
said it’s a timing issue that 
should save the county 
money. 

“It gives us three months 
instead of two to collect 


the taxes. Also, it will cut 
down on overtime pay as 
the office won’t be open 
on Saturdays like it has 
been before in November 
and December,” Coffman 
said. 

With minimal increases 
this year in most taxing 
districts, a property owner 
should only see a slight rise 
over last year’s tax bill. 

As an example, a tax bill 
for the owner of a house 
assessed at $95,000 will 
pay $828.40 in taxes, com¬ 
pared to $820.80 last year. 


About half of that will 
go to the Casey County 
School District. 

Next in line is the state 
rate of 12.2 cents per $100 
of assessed value, un¬ 
changed from last year. 

Taxpayers who pay by 
Nov. 1 will receive a 2 per¬ 
cent discount. For the own¬ 
er of that $95,000 house, 
the discount would lower 
their tax bill to $811.83. 

Those paying by Dec. 
31 will pay the face value 
of their bill. Procrastina¬ 
tors will be assessed a 5 


percent penalty Jan. 1-31, 
raising the bill to $869.82. 

As of Feb. 1, late-payers 
will be assessed a 21 per¬ 
cent penalty, which would 
bump the homeowner’s 
payment to $1,002.36. 

As far as collections, 
Deputy Clerk Tammy Lee 
said that Coffman’s office 
collected 99.5 percent of 
the revenue due the county 
for 2013. 

Taxes may be paid be¬ 
ginning Oct. 1. The sher-

Casey County ranks lowest in area for kids' well-being

The numbers are in and 
of a seven county area, chil¬ 
dren in Casey County fared 
the lowest in just about ev¬ 
ery category in the study. 

The KIDS COUNT 
County Data Book was re¬ 
leased Sept. 9 by Kentucky 
Youth Advocates. The 
book provides county-level 
data from the 2014 KIDS 
COUNT Data Book, re¬ 
leased in July by the Annie 
E. Casey Foundation. Ken¬ 
tucky as a whole ranked 
35th in the nation in that 


report. 

Of 120 counties in the 
state, Casey County was 
96th overall for children’s 
well-being (see chart). 

The report compiles 16 
indicators of child well¬ 
being divided into four do¬ 
mains: economic security, 
education, health, and fam¬ 
ily and community. Casey 
County’s overall ranking 
was down from 87th in the 
2013 edition of the county 
data book. 

Casey County saw the 
biggest improvement in the 
rankings in the family/com¬ 
munity domain, up from 


72nd to 48th this year. This 
domain deals with the per¬ 
centage of births to moth¬ 
ers without a high school 
degree, the percentage of 
children in single-parent 
families, children in out-of- 
home care per 1,000, ages 
0-17; and youth incarcer¬ 
ated in the juvenile justice 
system per 1,000, ages 10- 
17. 

However, the worst de¬ 
cline was seen in the health 
ranking, with Casey Coun¬ 
ty at 109th, down from 70th 
the previous year.

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County awarded $194K grant for E-911 update

Casey County’s anti¬ 
quated E-911 dispatch sys¬ 
tem is about to receive a 
much needed upgrade. And 
it won’t cost fiscal court a 
dime. 

Judge-Executive Ronald 
Wright told magistrates 
during Monday’s meeting 
that he had applied for the 
grant last year. 

Wright was notified last 
week that the county will 
receive $194,100 for the 
new system, which includes 
a computer aided dispatch 


system, radio consoles, ra¬ 
dio equipment, a recorder, 
and all the hardware and 
software associated with 
the updated equipment. 

“This system will be 
NG (Next Generation) 911 
compatible, which gives 
us the ability to send and 
receive texts to a landline 
at the dispatch center,” 
Wright said, adding that 
this technology won’t be 
available until sometime in 
the near future. 

In addition, Wright said 
that the money comes from 
the Commercial Mobile 
Radio System, which is 


basically tax funds that cell 
phone users pay mobile 
carriers for the use of the 
phones. 

The taxes collected by 
CMRS is also used to 
build new cell towers and 
a portion of these funds is 
returned to counties that 
are E-911 cell phone com¬ 
patible, meaning an E-911 
system is capable of tak¬ 
ing cell phone calls. Casey 
County dispatch currently 
meets that requirement, 
Wright said. 

The grant was the second 
highest in the state, with the 
first being $300,000 going 


to the City of Louisville. 

Wright will seek bids 
for the new equipment that 
will be paid for with the 
grant funds. 

“It can be a lengthy pro¬ 
cess but it’s a good move 
for our dispatch center to 
upgrade it,” he said. 

In other business: 

■ Magistrates heard 
Wright say that only one 
bid was received for the 
current college property 
on North U.S. 127. The 
county had advertised for 
sealed bids and Kerry Cun- 


diff’s bid of $85,000 for 
the property was rejected 
by the court. The property 
had been appraised for 
$330,000. Magistrates au¬ 
thorized Wright to try and 
sell the property, the pro¬ 
ceeds from which will be 
applied to the cost of the 
new college currently un¬ 
der construction in down¬ 
town Liberty. 

■ Wright said that 
Homback Construction in 
Hodgenville submitted the 
low bid on bridge and cul¬ 
vert work on Casey Creek 
Road. The $39,850 price 
tag, which represents an 


80/20 price match, will re¬ 
place three tiles with a con¬ 
crete culvert. 

■ Magistrates appointed 
Dave Smith to fill the un¬ 
expired term of Billye Wat¬ 
son on the Casey County 
Public Library Board of 
Trustees. Smith’s term ex¬ 
pires Aug. 12, 2015. 

■ County Treasurer Deb¬ 
bie Vaughn presented the 
following financial report: 
General F und, $211,448.52; 
Road Fund, $1,683,586.84; 
Jail Fund, $455,730.03; 
LGEA, $64,730.02; State, 
$2,870.35; and E-911, 
$6,982.84.

CCPL prepares to apply for $1.5 million construction grant

With hopes of replacing 
the roof and adding a new 
wing for children and teens, 
the Casey County Public Li¬ 
brary is applying for a $1.5 
million competitive construc¬ 
tion grant from the state. 

The grant would also allow 
the library to create a quiet 
study and reference area as 
well as a multi-purpose room 
for a computer lab, training, 
workshops, and other func¬ 
tions. 

During the library’s board 
of trustees meeting on Sept. 
10, Chip Sutherland, of Hil¬ 
lard Lyons, provided financial 
information and advice and 
answered questions regarding 
the application process. 

If awarded, the grant would 
require a partial local funding 
match. 

“I helped Jan Banks (Dis¬ 
trict Librarian) go back and 
look at the financials of the 
library and tried to gauge 
what kind of payments the 
library can afford to make,” 
Sutherland said. “We know 
that KDLA (Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Libraries and 
Archives) has 19-20 librar¬ 
ies that have applied for this 
grant and a lot of them are in 
the same shoes.” 


Sutherland asked the board 
if there would be any reason 
to expect extraordinary re¬ 
pairs after receiving the grant 
and each member agreed 
there were no forseeable ex¬ 
penses. 

“You can’t pay for the grant 
all by yourself and we know 
the state isn’t going to pay for 
it all either,” Sutherland said, 
“so you should probably try 
to go at it 50-50.” 

This approach, Sutherland 
said, would probably stretch 
the library’s money thin but if 
they want a new roof and teen 
section, this is the only way to 
get it done. 

To finance a $1.5 million 
project, Sutherland said it 
would cost the board around 
$105,000 a year for 20 years 
to pay a loan of $1.5 million, 
plus interest. 

The best route for the li¬ 
brary, according to Suther¬ 
land, is to pursue a Rural De¬ 
velopment loan through the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

“The USDA has a mission 
to help mral states,” Suther¬ 
land said. “So just about any¬ 
where in Kentucky you can 
get mral development loans, 
if you qualify. Ordinarily if 
you were borrowing over a 
20-year period. I’d say do 
something different, but mral 


development can extend your 
loan past the 20-year loan if 
you need to, at a fixed rate.” 

Sutherland suggested that 
the library agree to pay up to 
$30,000-$40,000 of the year¬ 
ly $105,000, which won’t 
stretch the library’s reserve 
budgets too thin, and ask the 
state to match the rest. 

“There are all sorts of 
pieces that we have to have 
in order to apply for the grant 
so the main thing is, does the 
board want to apply?” Banks 
said. “They can agree to our 
application and we can decide 
to pass if the times comes and 
we decide it’s not enough. 
We’ve still got the door open, 
just because we send in an 
application that doesn’t mean 
we’re locked in anything for 
life.” 

Board member Mark Wol¬ 
ford, agreed that the grant was 
worth pursuing. 

“I think we need to go for 
it,” Wolford said, “and if it 
gets up to the day to execute 
and we know we can’t do it, 
then we won’t do it,” Wolford 
said. 

The board agreed to com¬ 
plete the intitial application 
process for the grant, using a 
figure of up to $40,000 dollars 
per year, for up to 20 years, as 
their local match. 


In other business the board 
heard Banks: 

■ Give the treasurer’s 
report with total funds, 
$60,018.32; which include 
general funds, $57,538 and 
Memorial funds, $2,480. The 
building fund (Monticello 
81) has $53,491.38. 

■ Give the first reading of 
the change of meeting dates 
for the board, from the sec¬ 
ond Monday of each month 
to the second Wednesday of 
each month at 11:30 a.m. 

■ Discuss the idea of 
possibly having a Meet and 
Greet that will be held after 
elections, inviting state legis¬ 
lators, newly elected officials, 
and the school superintendent 
to the library. 

■ Announce that the board 
has requested the StarWalk 
Kid’s Media set. 

“It’s a set of download¬ 
able e-books for children up 
through 8th grade,” Banks 
said. “It will read to the child, 
or someone can read it to 
them, it will highlight the 
word as it reads, or you can 
use it in a group setting which 
is what we’re hoping to do.” 

Banks said she was unsure 
whether or not they will re¬ 
ceive the set but they have 
asked for $900. 

“If we get that, we will find 
out about that in November 


when the Book Fair takes 
place,” she said. “I think that 
will be a really good addi¬ 
tion. It will download to any 


device a child or parent might 
have but you can also use it 
here. It has a lot of different 
modes.”

How to get Social Security 
benefits when you're disabled 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

What do I need to do to 
get Social Security disabil¬ 
ity? I’m 57 years old and 
have some health issues 
that are keeping me from 
working, but I’ve heard it’s 
very difficult to get ben¬ 
efits. 

Need Assistance 
Dear Need, 

The process of getting 
Social Security disability 
benefits can be tricky and 
time-consuming, but you 
can help yourself by doing 
your homework and getting 
prepared. 

Last year, around 3 mil¬ 
lion people applied for So¬ 
cial Security disability ben¬ 
efits, but two-thirds of them 
were denied, because most 
applicants fail to prove that 
they’re disabled and can’t 
work. Here are some steps 
you can take that will im¬ 
prove your odds. 

Get Informed 

The first thing you need 
to find out is if your health 
problem qualifies you for 
Social Security disability 
benefits. 

You generally will be 
eligible only if you have a 
health problem that is ex¬ 
pected to prevent you from 
working in your current 
line of work (or any other 
line of work that you have 
been in over the past 15 
years) for at least a year, or 
result in death. 

There is no such thing 
as a partial disability ben¬ 
efit. If you’re fit enough to 
work part-time, your appli¬ 
cation will be denied. You 
also need not apply if you 
still are working with the 
intention of quitting if your 
application is approved, 
because if you’re working 
your application will be 


denied. 

Your skill set and age 
are factors too. Your ap¬ 
plication will be denied if 
your work history suggests 
that you have the skills to 
perform a less physically 
demanding job that your 
disability does not prevent 
you from doing. 

To help you determine if 
you are disabled, visit ssa. 
gov/dibplan/dqualify5 .htm 
and go through the five 
questions Social Security 
uses to determine disabil¬ 
ity. 

How to Apply 

If you believe you have 
a claim, your next step is 
to gather up your personal, 
financial and medical infor¬ 
mation so you can be pre¬ 
pared and organized for the 
application process. 

You can apply either 
online at ssa.gov/apply- 
fordisability, or call 800- 
772-1213 to make an ap¬ 
pointment to apply at your 
local Social Security office 
or to set up an appointment 
for someone to take your 
claim over the phone. 

The whole process lasts 
about an hour. If you sched¬ 
ule an appointment, a “Dis¬ 
ability Starter Kit” that will 
help you get ready for your 
interview will be mailed to 
you. If you apply online, 
the kit is available at ssa. 
gov/disability. 

It takes three to five 
months from the initial ap¬ 
plication to receive either 
an award or denial of ben¬ 
efits. The only exception is 
if you have a chronic ill¬ 
ness that qualifies you for a 
“compassionate allowance” 
(see ssa.gov/compassion- 
ateallowances), which fast 
tracks cases within weeks. 

If Social Security denies 
your initial application, 


you can appeal the deci¬ 
sion, and you’ll be happy 
to know that roughly half 
of all cases that go through 
a round or two of appeals 
end with benefits being 
awarded. But the bad news 
is with backlog of about 
900,000 people currently 
waiting for a hearing it 
may take a year or longer 
for you to get one. 

Get Help 

You can hire a represen¬ 
tative to help you with your 
Social Security disability 
claim. By law, representa¬ 
tives can charge only 25 
percent of past-due benefits 
up to a maximum of $6,000, 
if they win your case. 

It’s probably worth hir¬ 
ing someone at the start 
of the application process 
if your disability is some¬ 
thing difficult to prove 
such as chronic pain. If, 
however, your disability is 
obvious, it might be worth 
initially working without a 
representative to avoid pay¬ 
ing the fee. You can always 
hire a representative later if 
your initial application and 
first appeal are denied. 

To find a representative, 
check with the National As¬ 
sociation of Social Security 
Claimants’ Representatives 
(nosscr.org, 800-431-2804) 
or National Association of 
Disability Representatives 
(nadr.org, 800-747-6131). 
Or, if you’re low-income, 
contact the Legal Services 
Corporation (lsc.gov/find- 
legal-aid) for free assis¬ 
tance.

Caffeine powders raise 
overdose concerns

With a new school year underway, poison 
control officials in Kentucky and across the 
nation are sounding the alarm about powdered 
caffeine, used by some teens to boost workouts, 
weight loss or energy but implicated in the death 
of a high school wrestler in Ohio. 

Many poison control officials want the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration to re¬ 
strict the use of the increasingly popular 
powder, and U.S. Sen. Richard Blumen- 
thal, D-Conn., is calling for an outright ban. 
FDA officials say they are collecting informa¬ 
tion and will consider regulatoiy action, and 
uige consumers to avoid the product in the 
meantime. 

“I drink coffee.... We’re not trying to get rid 
of caffeine. It is just this form and this dose,” 
said Henry Spiller, director of the Central Ohio 
Poison Center. “It’s like going to buy firecrack¬ 
ers and someone handing you a stick of dyna¬ 
mite. This is frighteningly dangerous. You can’t 
have 16- and 17-year-olds buying something 
off the Internet and playing with dynamite.” 

The problem is that the powder is so concen¬ 
trated that it’s easy to overdose. One serving is a 
sixteenth of a teaspoon, which is so small most 
people don’t have a way to measure it. Also, 
it’s often used in homemade energy or protein 
shakes along with other ingredients measured 
in large scoops. People also mix it into drinks 
to make them more alert — figuring caffeine 
is safe because it’s in sodas, energy drinks and 
coffee. 

But according to the FDA, which issued a 
warning about powdered caffeine in July, a tea¬ 
spoon is roughly equal to the amount in 25 cups 
of coffee. A cup of coffee typically contains 40 
to 80 milligrams of caffeine, and Webb said 
safe caffeine consumption shouldn’t exceed 
200-400 mg in four hours. Very high levels of 
caffeine can cause rapid or erratic heartbeat, sei¬ 
zures and death. 

The company Hard Rhino, which did not 
respond to a phone message and email seeking 
comment, warns on its web site that the powder 
can be dangerous if misused and advises using 
a micro scale for exact measurements.

Pulaski grand jury indicts 
couple on rape and 
sex abuse charges

Attorney General Jack Conway announced 
that a Pulaski County grand jury has indicted 
a husband and wife on rape and sex abuse 
charges. On Sept. 4, the grand jury indicted 
68-year-old Robert Morris on one count of 
t-degree rape and one count of first-de¬ 


gree sexual abuse. Additionally, 61-year-old 
Brenda Morris was indicted on one count of 
complicity to first-degree rape and one count 
of complicity to first-degree sexual abuse. 

The couple was arrested Sept. 10 and lodged 
in the Pulaski County Detention Center. 
According to the indictments, on or about 
July 2009, Robert Morris allegedly engaged 
in sexual contact with a child under 12 years 
of age, and Brenda Morris allegedly commit¬ 
ted the offense of complicity to rape by aiding, 
counseling, or attempting to aid her husband 
in the act. 

Robert Morris was previously indicted by a 
Breathitt County grand jury in September 2013 
on six counts of first-degree sexual abuse. The 
alleged crimes occurred between 2008 and 
2013 and involved two child victims. 

The cases in Pulaski and Breathitt counties 
were investigated by Kentucky State Police 
and are being prosecuted by Attorney General 
Conway’s Office of Special Prosecutions. 

First-degree rape and complicity to first- 
degree rape are class A felonies and cany a 
penalty of 20 to 50 years or life in prison. First- 
degree sexual abuse and complicity to first- 
degree sexual abuse are class C felonies and 
carry a penalty of five to 10 years in prison. 

Robert and Brenda Morris are each being 
held on a $ 150,000 bond in the Pulaski Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center. 

Felons doser to right to vote

Felons won’t let up on state lawmakers in 
Kentucky until they get the right to vote. 

After getting a powerful ally in U.S. Sen. 
Rand Paul this year, the supporters of the au¬ 
tomatic restoration of voting rights for most 
felons hope the next session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly in January will give felons 
the same rights they have in most other states. 

Already, three bills, two by Democrats and 
one by a Republican, have been filed that would 
automatically restore upon completion of the 
sentence and probation the voting rights for 
felons not convicted of sex offenses, homicide, 
treason and bribery. All three are Constitution¬ 
al amendments that require the support of 60 
percent of legislators and ratification by voters. 
Supporters of the voting rights bill believe 
it will help transition reformed criminals 
back into society. Backers believe the prog¬ 
ress made last session bodes well for the 
next year. Social justice group Kentuck¬ 
ians for the Commonwealth estimate there 
are 180,000 felons out of prison in the state. 
Kentucky is one of only four states that re¬ 
quires a pardon from the governor for a felon to 
vote again. In 38 states, most felons automati¬ 
cally get their rights restored upon completion 
of their sentences, according to the National 
Conference of State Fegislatures. 

Kentucky’s Democratic governor, Steve 
Beshear, has supported giving felons the right 
to vote. Since taking office in 2008, he stopped 
requiring people write letters with references 
asking for the restoration of their rights. He’s 
restored the voting rights for 8,400 felons. 
His predecessor, Republican Ernie Fletcher, 
restored the rights of 1,098 people during his 
entire four years in office.

Precinct location change for Casey 8, 
new write-in candidate files

Casey County residents 
who want to vote in the 
Nov. 4 General Election 
have until Oct. 6 to register 
to vote. 

Those wishing to vote 
by absentee ballot may re¬ 
quest a ballot from Casey 
County Court Clerk Casey 
Davis’ office in the old 
Courthouse. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Secretary of State’s 
Web site, to cast an absen¬ 
tee ballot, a voter must be: 


advanced in age, disabled 
or ill; military personnel, 
their dependents or over¬ 
seas citizens; a student 
who temporarily resides 
outside the county; a voter 
who temporarily resides 
outside of Kentucky and 
who maintains eligibility to 
vote in Kentucky, such as a 
“snowbird;” an inmate in¬ 
carcerated, but not yet con¬ 
victed of a crime; or else 
be employed outside of the 
county all hours the polling 
place is open. 

A registered voter may 
request an absentee ballot 


any time before an elec¬ 
tion. 

Davis will send a mail- 
in absentee ballot within 
three days of the state bal¬ 
lot printing deadline, which 
is 50 days before the elec¬ 
tion. 

In addition, the deadline 
for applying for a mail-in 
absentee ballot is seven 
days before an election. 
The completed application 
must be received in Davis’ 
office by mail or in person 
by the seven day deadline. 

Also, the absentee bal¬ 
lot must be received in the 
County Clerk’s office by 6 
p.m. on election day for the 
ballot to be counted. 

Precinct change 

Voters in Casey 8 — 


Middleburg/Yosemite — 
who previously voted at 
Jones Park Elementary 
School will cast their bal¬ 
lots on Nov. 4 at Middle- 
burg Methodist Church. 

Davis said the change 
was necessitated by state 
law which states that a 
school not being used for 
an election has to close for 
the day. 

Write in candidate 

Voters in the District 4 
magistrate’s race will have 
another candidate to vote 
for in the General Election. 

Republican Todd Tarter, 
who lives at 10032 South 
Ky. 501, filed to run as 
a write-in candidate on 
Thursday, which means he 
will face Republican in¬ 


cumbent Jamey Maupin on 
Nov. 4. 

In the May 20 primary, 
Maupin was the win¬ 
ner with 494 votes to his 
nearest opponent, Roger 
D. Durham, who got 353 
votes. Democratic rival 
Charles McAnelly, who 
had no opposition in the 
primary, recently withdrew 
from the race as he has 
plans to move outside Dis¬ 
trict 4. 

To run for office as a 
write-in candidate, Ken¬ 
tucky law states that write- 
in votes “shall be counted 
only for candidates for 
election to office who have 
filed a declaration of intent 
to be a write-in candidate 
with the Secretary of State 
or county clerk, depending 


on the office being sought, 
not less than 10 days pre¬ 
ceding the date of the regu¬ 
lar or special election.” 

Tarter, 43, is a self- 
employed contractor who 
does construction, excavat¬ 
ing, and installs septic sys¬ 
tems, among other things. 
He is married to Shannon 
Tarter and the couple has 
two boys, Hunter, 14, and 
Caleb, 11. 

A political newcomer, 
Tarter said that the condi¬ 
tion of the roads in District 
4 was the reason he entered 
the race. 

“All these roads that I 
have to drive where I’m 
working they need work 
done to them and it hasn’t 
been done in the last eight 
years,” Tarter said. 



KSP Post 15 investigates 18 accidents in August 


During August 2014, 
there were 18 traffic ac¬ 
cidents investigated by the 
State Police working in the 
Post 15 area in the 11 coun¬ 
ties of Adair, Casey, Clin¬ 
ton, Cumberland, Green, 
Marion, Metcalfe, Monroe, 
Russell, Taylor and Wash¬ 
ington. 


There were four fatal col¬ 
lisions — Martha L. Boggs 
of Campbellsville was 
killed on Aug. 8 in Adair 
County; John C. Boggs of 
Campbellsville was killed 
on Aug. 8 in Adair Coun¬ 
ty; April M. Thompson of 
Burkesville was killed on 
Aug. 11 in Cumberland 


County; and Misty Padgett 
of Russell Springs was 
killed on Aug. 12 in Casey 
County. 

This brings our yearly fa¬ 
tality count to 25 compared 
with 13 through this same 
period in 2013. State wide 
fatality count stands at 417 
compared with 421 through 


this same period in 2013. 

During the month of 
August 2014, there were 
1,195 citations written, 32 
courtesy notices written, 
1290 vehicles inspected, 
724 complaints answered, 
62 motorists assisted, 62 
criminal cases opened and 
165 criminal arrests made.

Basically, we do our best to 
keep the selection as fair and 
balanced as we can. Some¬ 
times that comes down to me, 
your friendly photographer. 

If I’ve not managed to make 
it to many games, matches, or 
meets, then I may not have a 
photo available for a particu¬ 
lar sport. Other times, it may 
be that a particular student is 
a multi-sport athlete, and we 
know that we’ll have time to 
feature them during another 
sports season. 

There are also only 36 
weeks in the school year. 
That means there is a limited 
number of opportunities for 
any given athlete to make the 
paper. 

For the most part, whether 
we’re talking about RoW or 
images used in our stories, we 
do our best to work in all of 


the senior athletes during the 
year. That doesn’t mean un¬ 
derclassmen won’t be used; it 
just means that they may have 
to wait their turn a bit longer. 

There is only one list that 
we keep, and that is a list of 
who has been RoW during 
the current school year.

Randolph reviewed the 
total spending for previous 
years, demonstrating the an¬ 
nual trend of spending more 
than what is received. 

In FY12 the board spent 
$124,000 more than they 
brought in; FY13, $608,000 
more; FY14 $532,000 more; 
for FY15, Randolph is pro¬ 
jecting they will spend any¬ 
where from $700,000 to $1 
million more than what they 
will bring in. 

“We’re up 25 students at 
the beginning of this year,” 
Randolph said, “but what 
will we have at the end of 
this year? The last two years 
we have had more students 
at the beginning but we’ve 
lost between 25-40 by the 
end of the year. And any in¬ 
crease that we have this year, 
we won’t get the money for 
that until next year.” 

Randolph added that the 
enrollment numbers at Casey 
County Middle School proj¬ 
ect a downward trend. 

“In a couple of years 
you’re looking at the middle 
school having 300 students 
instead of 355, in like three 
years,” she said. “Our en¬ 
rollment has just tanked in 
the 4-6 range.” 

Board member Marilyn 


Coffey voiced her previous 
concerns about making pay 
scale changes in the middle 
of fiscal year. 

“If we are going to change 
or upgrade our job descrip¬ 
tions and evaluations, the 
timing of giving people a 
raise before we do that just 
seems backwards,” Coffey 
said. “That’s my personal 
opinion. To me, the flow 
would be to upgrade your 
job descriptions and respon¬ 
sibilities and then upgrade 
the salaries.” 

Randolph agreed with 
Coffey on the timing of the 
raise and the amount of extra 
work that would have to be 
done if it were to go into ef¬ 
fect Oct. 1. 

“We are going to have to 
touch every classified em¬ 
ployee’s records if we do a 
mid-year raise,” Randolph 
said. “We are going to have 
to touch 200 records and 
new contracts are going to 
have to be issued. That’s a 
lot of extra work.” 

Board member Anthony 
Edwards and Vice Chair¬ 
man John Cox were both in 
favor of raising the classified 
pay scale but agreed they 
shouldn’t make the change 
in the middle of the year. 

“There is no doubt that 
our classified employees are 


underpaid,” Cox said. 

After a lengthy delib¬ 
eration, the board came to a 
compromise and approved 
the classified salary pay 
scale raise which will go 
into effect at the beginning 
of the next fiscal year, July 
1,2015. 

Sowders has projected the 
total cost of the raise will be 
$196,259. 

“The fringe rate will prob¬ 
ably be another 30 percent, 
which will be additional cost 
of around $60,000,” Ran¬ 
dolph said. 

In other business: 
(Thursday, Sept. 11) 

■ The board approved the 
working budget for FY15. 

■ The board approved 
the pre-payment of $6,225 
to Upton Graphics, to cover 
the bus wrap and design for 
the Innovation Nation bus 
for gifted students. The rest 
of the payment will be made 
upon completion of the proj¬ 
ect. 

■The board approved the 
Casey County High School 
band uniform proposal of 
$26,719.20. 

Monday, Sept. 8 

■ Heard Superintendent 


Marion Sowders report that 
the roofing project at Casey 
County Middle School has 
begun and should be com¬ 
pleted by Thanksgiving 
break, weather permitting. 

■ Heard Kevin Stephens 
give the attendance report for 
August. Overall attendance 
for was 96.74 percent. 

“All five schools met their 
attendance goals,” Stephens 
said. “The overall attendance 
winner for the first month 
is Walnut Hill Elementary, 
98.01 percent, and the most 
improved attendance was 
Jones Park Elementary with 
97.60 percent.” 

■ Heard Randolph give 
the financial report. The re¬ 
port states the total cash is 
$7,540,391.69 and general 
fund is $6,588,477.84. 

■ Heard Rita Sweeney 
report on 21 st Century Com¬ 
munity Learning Center’s 
summer programming for 
2014. Sweeney reported that 
the district received $30,000 
in additional 21st CCLC 
summer funding. 

“We did six weeks of sum¬ 
mer programming this sum¬ 
mer,” Sweeney said. “The at¬ 
tendance numbers increased 
every week. Our biggest 
week was transition middle 
and high school which took 
place in the third week in 


July. We had 120 altogether 
at the middle school, count¬ 
ing the counselors, and 80 at 
the high school, including 
the counselors.” 

■ Heard Jennifer Godbey 
present the Family Resourc¬ 
es and Youth Services Cen¬ 
ter state report. The report 
highlighted state mandated 
components that the FRYSC 
must meet. 

“We are a three-star level 
center, we provide child¬ 
care brochures and resource 
directories and we refer stu¬ 
dents to other child-care fa¬ 
cilities. We partner with a lot 
of folks in the community 
to meet that need as well,” 
Godbey said. 

■ Heard Band Director 
Jordan Williams report that 
76 students have enrolled 
in the Casey County Middle 
School Band and 28 students 
have enrolled in the CCHS 
Marching Band. 

Williams presented the 
board with estimates of what 
it would cost to revive the 
Marching Rebel Band, and 
submitted a request of fund¬ 
ing to purchase instruments 
and band uniforms. 

“Our hope would be that 
we would be up and march¬ 
ing by next year’s football 
season,” Sowders said. “I 
heard several comments at 


the football game Friday 
night that were very compli¬ 
mentary of the band. There’s 
a lot of excitement.” 

The cost of 60 uniforms 
would be around $24,459 
and 70 uniforms would 
cost $26,719. A discount of 
$1,054.37 is available for 
full payment at the time the 
order is placed. 

■ Heard Sowders report 
on the following personnel 
actions: 

Amber Hogue, Robin El¬ 
liot, and Dewey Sturgell 
have been employed as

has been too wet to mow. 

“The way the rain’s been 
coming, it’s been hard to 
get over there and get it 
done. Jeff was going to try 
to get someone to weed eat 
it and spray it with Round¬ 
up,” Mason said. 

Jeff Mason is Sharon 
Mason’s husband. 

■ Approved Sweeney’s 
request for $33,000 from 
the General Fund to pave 
the .7 mile long, 8-foot 
wide, walking trail on Lib¬ 
erty Island. Sweeney told 
council members that many 
people exercise on the trail 


which is currently gravel 
and sand, and not condu¬ 
cive to wheel chairs, bicy¬ 
cles, and baby strollers. As 
for being in the flood plain, 
Sweeney said that the City 
had a rotary broom that 
would be used to keep the 
track clean. 

■ Sweeney also asked 
the council to approve al¬ 
locating $5,000 annually to 
help feed hungry children 
during the summer months 
when school is out of ses¬ 
sion. The money comes 
from funds the council al¬ 
located two years ago to 
assist senior adults with 
co-pays on prescription 


medicines, a program in 
which only two people 
participated. The details of 
the program have yet to be 
fleshed out, with Sweeney 
saying that this will fall to 
the new mayor in January. 
Sweeney is retiring after 
16 years at the helm of 
City Hall. 

■ Heard Sweeney say 
that the 1.6 acres across 
from Burton’s Service 
Station on Campbellsville 
Street is for sale. Church of 
God officials approached 
Sweeney to gauge the 
city’s interest at $76,000. 
The council took no action 
on the matter.

Homestead Exemption 

Casey County homeown¬ 
ers who are 65 and older 
may apply for the state’s 
Homestead Exemption if 
they occupy the home they 
own. The exemption is cur¬ 
rently $36,000, also un¬ 
changed from last year. 

Eligible homeowners 
may deduct that amount 
from the valuation of their 
home and pay taxes only 


on the reduced amount. 

Therefore, an eligible 
homeowner with a house 
valued at $100,000 would 
only pay taxes for $74,000. 
So, rather than pay $864 in 
taxes, the tax bill would be 
$630 — about $225 less. 

Eligible homeowners 
whose homes are valued at 
$36,000 or less will not pay 
any property tax. 

The exemption is also 
provided to veterans and 
others who are 100 per¬ 
cent disabled, according to 
Social Security standards, 
regardless of age. Proof of 
disability is required. 

Homeowners turning 65 


prior to Dec. 31, 2014 may 
apply for the program and 
will be eligible for the de¬ 
duction this year. Once ac¬ 
cepted, a homeowner need 
not re-apply. 

Those who become dis¬ 
abled during the 2014 cal¬ 
endar year aren’t eligible 
for the exemption until 
2015.

The specifics of this do¬ 
main give percentages of 
mother’s who smoked dur¬ 
ing pregnancy (31.9 per¬ 
cent in Casey County vs. 
22.6 percent state-wide), 
low-birthweight babies, 9.9 
percent vs. 8.9 percent in 
the state, 23 percent of chil¬ 
dren and young adults in 
Casey County are without 
health insurance compared 


to just 13 percent state¬ 
wide, and Casey County 
had 62.2 teen births per 
1,000 ages 15-19, while in 
the Commonwealth, there 
were 43.1 teen births per 
1 , 000 . 

As for economic security, 
77 percent of the county’s 
children live in high-pov¬ 
erty areas compared to 41 
percent in the state. 

Median family income 


among households with 
children in the county 
was $34,600 compared to 
$52,500 in the state. Over¬ 
all, 40 percent of Casey 
County’s children live in 
poverty. In contrast, in 
Kentucky, 26 percent of 
kids live in poverty.
